1. Shori title, application and commencement.-- (1 ) These 
rules may be called the Government of Goa , Government 
College , Group A Gazetted ,Recruitment Rules, 1998 . 

(2 ) They shall apply to the posts specified in column / of the 
Schedule to these rules (hereinafter called as the " said schedule" ). 


(3 ) They shall come into force from the date of their publica 
tion in the OfficialGazette .

(c ) after section 6 , the following section shall be inserted , 
namely : 

" 6A Approval of Commission to conduct 
inquiryor investigation .-- ( 1 ) The DelhiSpecial 
Police Establishment shall not conduct any 
inquiry or investigation into any offence

4. Disqualification .-- No person who has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living 
or who , having a spouse living , has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with any person , shall be eligible for appointment 
to the service : 

Provided that the Government may, if satisfied that such mar 
riage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other 
grounds for so doing , exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule .

6. Savirg.- Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation , 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for Scheduled Castes, and other special categories 
of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Government from time to time in that regard . 

7. These rules are issued in consultation with the 
Goa Public Service Commission vide their letter No. COM / II/ 
/ 13/ 15 ( 1 )/ 98 dated 20-5-1998 .
